Anotlier Bull Blunder. 

When ill London on official business, 
in 18G8, Sir Gcorgo E. Cartior and tlio 
Hon. William Maudouyall, lakinL;- ad- 
Yantago of the occaHsion, joined in a 
letter to lior IMajcHty's Princi2)al Secre- 
tary of Statu for tlie Colonics, on tho 
subject of the San Juau dispute. The 
object of the letter was to impress Her 
Majesty's Government with tlio accu- 
jnuldtive importance which llio dis])uio 
acquired from the determination to 
construct a Confederated Empire out 
of nil the British Possessions in North 
/ America, and the consequent increased 
necessity for possessing the means of 
ample and freo noccss to tlio Pacific . Tlio 
luithors of that letter set fortli in a bold 
and masterly manner the (>([uity of our 
claims, as well as the possibio consocpicn- 
068 to iSritisli iuterosts in North America 
of yielding tho islands iu diai)uto to tho 
TTnited States. Tliey, moreover, enumer- 
ated the instances in which, tho Americans 
had got tho bettor of the British iu jire- 
vious boundary disputes; ami they did 
not ho.sitate to express their fears that if 
British interests wore to be left, I'litindy 
in the hands of the Imperial (ioverumeut, 
in negotiatiuR a settlement of the present 
dispute, tliey would again gb to tho wall. 
The 8ef[i'(d jiroves how well grounded 
were these premonitions. There is no 
longer room to doubt that the Ihiiperor of 
Germany has piveu his il(\'isiiin in favor 
of the United States, tlius makiuf,' tln^ 
Haro strait the wat(>r boundary lietwoi^u 
the two coxintrios. The blunder conunit- 
ted by Great Britain does not consist in 
consenting to submit the point of dispute 
to tho sole arbitramei't of (leruian 
Emperor; for there was, perhaps, no man 
living to whom it were better to subnnt 
the question, if tiiat mode of settlement 
were to bo adopted. The blunder a])pears 
to have consisted rather in the manner of 
presenting the case to the Emperor. Had 
tho distinguished referee been simply in- 
vited to decide where, under all the oir- 
cumstances, and in view of all tlu^ eonse- 
qiiences, tho boundary should run, it can 
scarcely be doubted that the IMiddle Chan- 
nel wo\ild have been named. By this the 
group of islands in dis])ute would have 
been about eijually diviiled lH>t\veL>u the 
two Nations, San Juan and its immediate 
neighbours, with ITaro channel falling to 
the Empire of British North America; and 
Lopez, Orcas and adjacent islands, with 
the Bosorio channel falling to the United 
States. Thus would each nation have its 
channel of communication wif-h the open 
Bca, each channel being guarded by coii- 
siderablo islands. The chief objection to 
tho United States possessing San .Juan Is- 
land is that it gives them ])Ossessi(m of 
Bosario channel and the3Iiddle Channel, 
and also the means of controlling Ham 
channel, thus lonving no channel of any 
importance free to the British. True, the

^Few people can form tin idea of tho 
rapidity with which foreign manufacturud 
boots and shoes are being driven out of 
tho Provincial market oxcopt 'hy i\ visit to 
the establishment of Switzer & Co., nt 
Belmont. This firm have converted tho 
old Cameron' sawmill buildings into a 
boot and shoo factory and tannery, 
where poM-crfiil modern machinery is kopt 
constantly in. niotiou by an enormous

driven by a stream of water oonductod 
through flumes to tho spot, and where 80 
hands aro kei>t busily engaged in tho 
nmnnfactnre of pedal oncasers from "ear- 
ly morn to dewy ovo." The lower floor of 
tho building is occupied by tan-pita whore 
the leather ia tauned by the nuick process, 
which invdltes ' the uSe of stoan^, The 
bark Tisod in tanning is liomlockj which 
is brought fromSooko, where a wide belt 
of hemlock exists. On tho second floor 
the leather is curried, and on tho upper 
tloor, boots iviul shoes are turned out. 
Hard by the factory are hoarding houses 
for tho men, and carpenters are employed 
in erecting extensiTO sheds for tho pro- 
tection of the bark. Tho operatives are 
nearly all Ohinamon, wholiavobeen taught 
their business iu tho country, and tho 
superior quality of the work attests tho 
])roliiuency to which they have attainoil. 
Wo wore shown at tho factory boots and 
shoos, fully ecjual to the best imported 
articles. A ready sale is found for these 
in the local market; and n very groat de- 
crease in tho quantity imported is shown 
!\v the thiHtom-house returns. Wo believe 
wo are correct iu saying that this docreaso 
in one year is fully one-half; and there is 
no estimating the extent to whieii the 
business may bo pushed iu this Provinco 
by tho enterprisiDgpro^netors and by tho 
firm of Heathorn & Smith of this city— the 
only other shoo-maiiufact\iring firm iu the 
I'roviuce. Tho last-namod firm are ailding 
to their promises, to increase tho cajiacity 
of their works 

The success which has attended the es- 
tablishment of this industry in our midst 
should encourage others to embark in the 
manufacture of articles of conaumiition in 
equal reciuest which for many yeivrs 
have been and are now inqxirtcd from 
abroad iu great (luantitie.s. 'J'liegold that 
has bet.'U sentout of tho country forarticles 
that may bo easily be ])roducod within its 
burders during the last M years amomits 
hi tiie aggregate to milliniis, which, if ct- 
pemled in our midst, would have afforded 
constant cmpiloyiuL'iit to at least 10,1100 
people !
